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NOTED INDIAN CHIEF SUCCUMSS 
AFTER TWO DAYS’ ILLNESS. 


Had Been Prisoner of War at Fort 
Sill for Twenty-two Years—Story 


of His Life Thrilling, Filled With 
Hatred Whites—Captured by 
Gen. Miles. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


LAWTON (Okla.) Feb, 17.—Geronimo, 
the noted Indian chief. died today at 
Fort Sill, where he had been confined 
as a prisoner of war for twenty-two 
years. 

Geronimo died at the hospital at 
the Fort Sill army post, He lied of 
pneumonia, after two days’ ness. 
Geronimo will be buried in the In- 
dian cemetery near the fort tomorrow. 
The funeral will de conducted by 
Christian missionaries, the decedent 
having professed religion three years 
ago. 

Geronimo was the war chief of the 
Apeches. He was captured with his 
band at Skeleton Cafion, Aris, hav-" 
ing surrendered to Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles. who, with his soldiers had pur- 
sued him for months. 

It is a curious coincidence that news 
of Geronimo's death was sent out from 
Lawton, which was named after the 
late Henry F. Lawton, the famous 
general, who, as a member of Miles 
command, led the 3000-mile chase that 
resulted in the chief's surrender. 

The chase after Geronimo was begun 
in Omaha in January, 1885. Gen. 
Miles. in command of the Department 
of the Missouri, received instructions to 
rout the band of Indians headed by 
Geronimo and kill or capture its clef, 
and began by organizing an expedition

Raitt ex- 
pressed his regret for having to resign, 
but asserted that after he had looked 
over the situation he realized that his 
limited time would not permit him to 
Welve deeply into the work. 

Braden has been chosen to manage 
the P. A. A. championships that are to 
be held here next July. local pro- 
moter offered to manage the meet for 
the Elke for the sum of %1500, and a 
San Francisco man proposed to do the 
same work for $600, but at the sugges- 
tion of the Los Angeles Athietic Club, 


meet and turned it over to the Elks, 
Braden offered to rum off the meet for 
$250, which he believes will just about 
cover the expenses. raden will en- 
deavor to stimulate interest in the 
meet throughout Southern California. 
Although Braden planned to set per- 
formance limits for the contestants «n 
order that only high-class athletes 
could enter the meet, preliminary trials 
probably will be held, as the commis- 
sion is in favor of giving every ath- 
lete a chance to show prowess. 
BASEBALL. 
The amateur bascball situation was 
discussed thoroughly and, after the 
business of the commission is system- 
ized, formal action will be taken to or- 
ganize a P.A.A. league. It was said 
that the absence of available grounds 
would be a serious drawback to pro- 
moting amateur ball, but Raitt as- 
serted that it was probable that in 
the near future the city would open 
recreation grounds, upon which Sun- 
day baseball would be permitted. 
Les Henry tendered his resignation 
as a member of the Registration Com- 
mittee and it was accepted on that 
ground that his connection with a 
sporting house might cause unfavor- 
able comment regarding the purpose of 
the A.A.U. Henry will continue to be 
a member of the commission, repre- 
senting the Southern California Swim- 
ming Association. 
The matter of the alleged domination 
of the A.A.U. in the East by a promi- 
nent sporting goods house was dis- 
cussed at length and the commission 
expressed itself as unalterably opposed 
to any attempt to use amateur athiet- 
ics as a money-making scheme. As 
soon as the commission ie able to se- 
cure representation in the National 
Commission, a protest will be made 
the alleged irregularity. 
GYM CONTEST. 
A ic competition among the 
leading clubs of Southern California 
is to be promoted by the commission. 
Pasadena T. M. C. A., Los Angeles v. X. 
C. A., Long Beach V. ud. C. A., Turners, 
Los Angeles High School and Poly- 
technic High School undoubtedly will 
enter the tourney, and H. Wyckoff, 
chairman of the committee managing 
the contest, believes more entries will 
be obtained. 
Inasmuch as the commission as now 
arranged will have no official standing 
until it is taken into the National A. 
A.U., the members are considering the 
advisability of requesting Sidney 8. 
Peixotto to give jt permission to re- 
organize under the old system until the 
requirements necessary for national 
membership are met. 
A campaign for new members is to 
be made among the schools, colleges 
the athietic organizations in the south, 
but as some time will be consumed in 
getting the required number of mem- 
bers, and as it is the belief of the com- 
mission that legally it has no official 
standing at the present time, it is 
thought best that the old appointive 
commission be retained until the re- 
quirements are satisfied for an inde- 
pendent organization. Full information 
on the subject is to be requested from 
Mr. Peixotto.

The report of the Committee on Com- 
merce, W. D. Stephens, chairman, 
mentions various Congressional biils 
and State measures favored by it. 

The most important matter taken 
up by the County and Municipal! Af- 
fairs Committee, Joseph Scott, chair- 
man, was the recommendation. that 
the members refrain from using bill- 
boards for advertising. It also advo- 
cated an anti-race track measure. 

Charlies G. Green, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, presented a state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements. 
Total receipts were $32,148.59, and dis- 
bursements, $29,723.47. of which about 
$15,000 wae for salaries and labor. The 
account of the Los Angeles Trust 
Company, in charge of the building, 
shows net earnings of about $70,000. 
Bonds of $10,000 were retired during 
the year, end interest of $12,566 was 
paid on the outstanding bonds. The 
Chamber of Commerce building and 
land is valued at $447,500. 

In the report of Harry R. Callender, 
chairman of the Publication Commit- 
tee. it la stated that 290,000 copies of 
pamphiets and folders relating to this 
section were distributed during the 
past year. Many other booklets, mape 
and folders have been distributed 
through information bureaus. The 
committee refers to the offer of The 
Times to furnish several thousand free 
copies of its Midwinter number for dis- 
tribution.

IL. MEN MUST ACT. 

Every oil producer or citizen who has the State’s 
welfare at heart should promptly lend his help to 
kill the Flavelle oil inspection bill. no one be 
blinded by specious arguments as to the need for 
protection against dangerous oils. California has 
done very well without any such law. C oil 
comes under the provisions of this bill, yet how 
many fires have been started by its use? The half- 
baked theories of alarmists the talk of greedy 
insurance promoters, who endlessly for chances 
to raise rates, to the contrary notwithstanding, 
petroleum has proved as safe a fuel as any on 
earth. Ask the Southern Pacific, Santa Fé, the 
Japanese Steamship Company and thousands of 
consumers all over the State. As to gasoline, the 
number of accidents of recent years has been much 
reduced. Los Angeles has established a municipal 
standard that is superior for practical uses to the 
one 
Granting the need for some inspection, Mr. 
Flavelle's bill is simply preposterous. It was clearly 
drawn by an amateur, knowing nothing of the oil 
business beyond a few stock expressions which he 
has badly muddied in his work. Sixty degrees 
specific gravity” for gasoline reads like a joke to 
oil men. It evidently is intended for “sixty-eight 
degrees Baume gravity.” As Inspector Blackmar, 
Prof. Stabler and City Chemist Miller have pointed 
out in their protest, it is impossible to make 
sufficient gasoline of such a standard for present 
demands from the oil available. We are actually 
very short of gasoline today, so short, in fact, that 
resort recently was had to jmportations from Su- 
matra until they proved too inferior for use and 
have ceased. 

Again, this impossible bill makes no provision 
for a properly qualified inspector or deputies, but 


leaves the office open for any politician with a pull, 
and will vest him with almost absolute power over 
one of the State's greatest industries. He will be 


a despot of the worst kind. The bill is so loosely 
drawn that it goes far beyond the evident intention 
of the author in this and almost every particular. 
The proposed fee system is a fine proposition—if 
the intention be to raise the necessary revenue for 
a respectable portion of the State’s business from 
the oil industry, and to cut down general taxation! 
At a very conservative estimate, indeed, it would 
yield $3,000,000 annually and over. The salaries 
of the inspector and six deputies will be $96,000. 
Pretty good profit for the State, and it should be 
followed by startling reductions in other taxes. 

Refiners and oi] men must act to protect them- 
selves and the State. There is no time to lose. The 
Times’ correspondent wires from Sacramento that 
the Assembly Committee has reported the bill fa- 
vorably.

USINESS BEGINS AT HOME. 

They say it is narrow ethics which teaches 
that charity begins at home. Republicans will not 
cavil at the headline which avers that business be- 
gins at home. That has been good Republican doc- 
trine from the birth of the party which has made 
America great in wealth and industries, as well as 
in r Ways. 

It is ‘about time to pay careful attention to a 
matter concerning one of our most important in- 
dustries and apply this principle, “Business begins 
at home,” to the sugar-beet enterprises of America. 
There is a disposition in some quarters to let down 
the bars to foreign-grown sugar. In our generosity, 
after the Spanish War, we lowered the duty mate- 
rially on Cuban sugar, and, as a natural result ef 
Porto Rico becoming an integral part of our own 
dominions, products of that island were admitted 
free of all duty. The effect of this liberal policy 
has been felt somewhat in our sugar-beet industry. 
The new proposition is to admit Philippine Island 
sugar, like that of Porto Rico, free. 

Now, let us frankly confess that there is not 
much sentiment in the headline above. But, how- 
ever it may be lacking in this respect, it is founded 
upon solid rock. The question is: Can we, out of a 
sentimental interest in our wards in the Philippines, 


jeopardize the great sugar-beet 
create a violent dis- 


broad. But we make it upon a careful review of 
the facts, as presented by an expert who went to 
the bottom of the subject. ‘ 

Truman G. Palmer has recently come from Eu- 
rope, where he went on purpose to obtain the con- 
trolling facts of the sugar markets, not merely 
America, but of the entire world. When the sugar 
trust of America sent its representatives, Messrs. 
Atkins, Spreckels and Stillman, to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the United States Congress to 

for lower duties on foreign sugar coming into 
the United States, Mr. Palmer betook himself to 
Europe to get at the bottom of the subject. It is 
worth noticing that the trust’s plea was for lower 
duties on raw but higher duties on refined sugar. 
It will not be necessary to point out to intelligent 
people the significance of this discrimination. 
The best way to present the results of Mr. Pal- 
mer’s investigation will be by quoting statements 
made by sugar experts in different cities in Europe. 


mouths of experts, we may shorten the scope of 
this article by omitting names of persons and 
places. With this remark we proceed as follows: 
“Germany could easily produce 1,000,000 more 
tons of sugar per annum, but all European nations 
and sugar men wish to preserve a normal market. 
So anxious was Great Britain to keep things settlea 
that to renew the Brussels convention and get 
Russia into it she allowed Russian bounty-paid 
sugar to come inte Great Britain free of counter- 
vail. Any greet reduction of duty in the Unitea 
States on either Cuban or Philippine sugar would 
result in such a demoralization in the sugar world 
as has never been seen. Prominent Americans may 
contend that to let in a few hundred thousand tons 


from the Philippines free of duty would injure 
nobody. Tell gentiemen, wi my compli- 
ments, they know nothing about it. You have 


already reached the danger line. You now reek 
but two or three hundred thousand tons of full- 
duty-paid sugar. Once cut this so that im- 
port no full-duty-paid sugar, and you will find 
r market filled without absorbing quite all the 
uban sugar, thus forcing their suppl onto the 
world’s ma „ and even 4 few cargoes only and 
the markets of the world will go to pieces in a jiffy. 
A hundred or two hundred thousand tons of Cuban 
r forced upon an already overstocked market 
— the world market would slump not less than 
half a cent per pound immediately, probably much 
more. People who have not studied the question care- 
fully have no of the sensitiveness of the 
sugar market.” 
Three-quarters of the beet sugar af the world, 
nearly one-half of the world’s total sugar, is pro- 
— in Europe. With a limited word market 
al over-supplied, a comparatively small vari- 
ation in the world crop of sugar makes such a dif- 
ference in the price as to mean vast sums of money 
to the sugar indu of Europe.

Even in the British Isles there is a serious agi- 
tation for the development of a home beet-sugar 
industry. The English people are thinking of put- 
ting a protective tariff upon sugar for the purpose 
of stimulating the industry at home. The by-prod- 
ucts of the sugar beet are so important in these 
countries as stock food that a plant which will 
extract only 8 or 9 per cent. of the sugar pays. 

In many parts of Europe the farmers desire so 
much to grow sugar beets that the factories have 
to allot to each farmer his percentage, as is done 
in cases where a bond issue is oversubscribed. 

The menace of foreign cheap labor is the crux 
of our protective tariff principle. In France fac- 
tory labor is paid from 58 to 73 cents a day in our 
currency. In Germany, where wages are highest, 
they run at 48 cents for women to 60 and up to 72 
cents for men. In other countries where labor is 
not so well paid, men working from 4 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
receive 42 cents, American currency, and women 
26% cents a day. In addition, they are furnished 
with lodging and coffee three times a day and a 
scant dinner. In Hungary field wages run from 
40 to 60 cents a day. In Austria wages are 20 to 
24 cents a day. Common labor in factories is as 
low as from 25 to 35 cents a day. 

The cost of producing sugar in these countries is 
very low. Licht, the great sugar authority of Eu- 
rope, says the average price, as established at the 
Brussels convention, was $1.97 per hundred pounds, 
and for six years at the Madgeburg exchange the 
average price paid for sugar was $1.85 per hundred 
pounds. 

On the contrary, the price of sugar beets aver- 
oged $5.75 per ton, where the extraction was 12.3 
per cent., or 246 pounds per ton, making the sugar 
in the beet cost $2.33 per hundred pounds before the 
beets were sliced. The farmers of the United 
States receive more money per pound for the sugar 
in the beets than the German manufacturer for the 
finished product. Yet the people of Europe pay 
more for their sugar at retail than the people of 
the United States. This is because of the taxes 
levied upon the sugar consumed at home. 

Suppose some legislator in Germany should pro- 
pose the admission of American-grown sugar free 
of duty into the empire. When a statesman of 
that country was asked what the effect would be 
he said: “The Chancellor who should suggest such 
a thing would be mobbed within twenty-four hours.”

Women Become Mothers During 
Past Year.

Although the 
Mothers’ Cluh of the Logan school of 
Des Moines was not formed for the

Every 
mother to whom a baby hes been born 
during the past year is an active mem- 
ber of the club. 


HAWAIIAN LEGISLATURE MEETS. 


Gov. Frear Recommends Direct Pri- 
mary, Juvenile Court, income Tax, 
and Other Measures. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
HONOLULU, Feb. 17.—The legisia- 
ture of the Territory of Hawali con- 
vened today and organization was ef- 
fected. The message of Gov. Frear 
was then read in both houses. 
The message urges appropriations 
for the entertainment of Congressmen 
visiting the islands, for a Territorial 
display at the Alaska-Yukon Exposi- 
tion and for the enlargement of the 
National Guard. Recommendations 
are made for direct primary elections, 
a juvenile court, with indeterminate 
gentences, the taxation of large in- 
comes to provide means for the as- 
sistance of immigration; a poll tex for 
the benefit of the public schools, the 
repeal of the leper segregation law and 
the enactment of a substitute less 
harsh than the present act, making 
treatment the prime object of segrega- 
tion. Legislation for the study and 
treatment of tuberculosis is also recom- 
mended. 


MISCEGENATION BILL REJECTED. 


Montana Legislature Defeats Measure 
Aimed at intermarriage With 
Yellow and Black Races. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
HELENA (Mont) Feb. The 
House on its third reading, by a vote 
of 22 to 24, rejected today the Senate 
miscegenation bill. Clayburg intro- 
duced a bill in the House which 
would prevent, after five years, the 
holding of lands in Montana by aliens. 
It e aimed at Chinese and Japanese 
and is said to be patterned after the 
California measure which caused a 

protest from President Rooreveit. 
The miscegenation bili, which for- 
bids intermarriage between Catuca- 
sians and Africans, Mongolians and 
persons of African or Mongol- 
ian descent, was recommended by 
the House yesterday in committee of 
the whole, but many who had favored 
it were absent today or had changed 
their votes. A strong effort will be 
made to have the bill passed at its 
reconsideration tomorrow.

The case came before him on a writ 
of habeas corpus and involved 4-year- 
old Hannah Blume, the daughter of 
Morris Blume and wife, who are des- 
titute. 

The Blumes, about a year and a half 
ago, left the little girl in charge of a 
Mrs. Jennie Cohen, after making ar- 
rangements to make payments of $2 
weekly for her care. 

Thereafter, finding himself out of 
work, the father was unable to make 
the payments as agreed and when 
after a few months he acquired some 
money which was presented to Mrs. 
Cohen for payment, Mrs. Cohen an- 
nounced that, not heving what was 
due her, she had sold the child to Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank C. Duell for $60. 

Mr. and Mrs. Duell flatly refused to 
give up the child, and as the little 
girl's parents had since gone to San 
Francisco, relatives here began habeas 
corpus proceedings to recover her. 

In the decision handed down yes- 
terday, the court, in restoring the 
child to her parents, said: 

“Mrs. Cohen had no lien upon the 
child for unpaid board and lodging, 
and no legal right to dispose of it to 
a stranger. Mrs. Cohen simply had a 
money claim against its father. It 
may be that the respondents have be- 
come atteched to the child during the 
few months that they have enjoyed its 
society and it is unfortunate that they 
may be unable to be reimbursed for 
the expenses in its behalf incurred dur- 
ing the time that they have main- 
tained it. but they were not deceived. 
They fully understood that Mrs. 
Cohen had not the slightest right to 
dispose of the child and the monetary 
consideration urged in behalf of the 
respondengs cannot for a moment be 
entertained by the court.“

One of these is styled “Tiger 
and Hunter.“ Two members draw lots 
to decide who will be the tiger and 
who the hunter. A silver bell is hung 
around the tiger's neck, and the hunt- 
er is given a loaded revolver. Both 
enter darkened rooms and the spec- 
tators take refuge in safe corners. 
The hunt begins. hunter's eyes 
are bound: he is wed six shots, 
guided by the sound of the bell. If 
he falls to hit the tiger, the roles are 
reversed and the hunter becomes the 
tiger. This continues until blood flows.
